DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed March 14, 2005 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; 
each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all 
other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. Applicants have not 
provided a complete copy of each of the three listed foreign patent documents, but 
rather have provided only abstracts of each of the these documents. The submission of 
only the abstracts of the underlying foreign language documents is not sufficient for the 
record to reflect the submission of the entire document. The three abstracts that were 
submitted have been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein 
has not been considered. The 5 listed US Patents have been considered. 

3. The information disclosure statement filed March 1 1 , 2004 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; 
each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all 
other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. Applicants have not 
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provided a complete copy of each of the three listed foreign patent documents, but 
rather have provided only abstracts of each of the these documents. The submission of 
only the abstracts of the underlying foreign language documents is not sufficient for the 
record to reflect the submission of the entire document. The three abstracts that were 
submitted have been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein 
has not been considered. 



Claim Interpretation 

4. Applicants are advised that in claim 5, lines 7 and 8, the phrase, "4% or less by 
weight (excluding O) of Co", has been interpreted by the Examiner to mean that the 
cobalt content is greater than zero but does not exceed 4%. 

5. There is no language in the applicants' claims to preclude the presence of Zr 
from the high R alloy recited in the claimed process. Accordingly, the instant claims are 
considered to encompass (1) the embodiment wherein both the high and low R alloys 
contain Zr and (2) the embodiment wherein only the low R alloy contains Zr. 

6. Additionally, in view of the fact that there is no language in the claims that 
precludes the R rich alloy from containing boron and the use of the open terminology 
"containing" (claim 1, line 14) used to describe the R rich alloy, the claims are 
considered to encompass the embodiment wherein the R rich phase contains boron. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yamamoto et al. (Yamamoto, US Patent Application Publication 2002/0007875 A1 ). 

Yamamoto teaches a method of making a rare earth-transition metal-boron 
permanent magnet including specific examples that are encompassed by claims 1 and 
2 (pages 5 and 6, Examples 3-2 and 3-4). It is noted that in Example 3-4 the Zr is 
present in both the high and low R alloy. As explained above, under the heading Claim 
Interpretation, applicants' claims encompass such an embodiment Yamamoto's 
Examples 3-2 and 3-4 anticipate applicants' claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 0. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 
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1 1 . Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Yamamoto et al. (Yamamoto, US 
Patent Application Publication 2002/0007875 A1 ). 

Yamamoto teaches and is applied as set forth above. 

Claim 3 and Yamamoto differ in that Yamamoto is silent with respect to the 
"suitable sintering temperature" and the squareness ratio. 

However, one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would 

have considered the invention to have been obvious because Yamamoto's examples 

are encompassed by the instant claims, therefore Yamamoto's alloys would be 

expected to posses all the same properties as recited in the instant claims, including the 

"suitable sintering temperature" and the squareness ratio recited in applicants' claim 3, 

In re Best, 195 USPQ, 430 and MPEP 21 12.01 . 

"Where the claimed and prior art products are identical 
or substantially identical in structure or composition, or are produced by 
identical or substantially identical processes, a prima facie case of either 
anticipation or obviousness has been established, In re Best, 195 USPQ 
430, 433 (CCPA 1977). 'When the PTO shows a sound basis for 
believing that the products of the applicant and the prior art are the same, 
the applicant has the burden of showing that they are not/ In re Spada,15 
USPQ2d 655, 1658 (Fed. Cir. 1990). Therefore, the prima facie case can 
be rebutted by evidence showing that the prior art products do not 
necessarily possess the characteristics of the claimed product. In re 
Best,195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977)." see MPEP 21 12.01. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
12. Claims 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yamamoto et al. (Yamamoto, US Patent Application Publication 2002/0007875 A1). 
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Yamamoto teaches and is applied as set forth above. Yamamoto further teaches 
that the exemplified process is applicable to an alloy composition having a composition 
that overlaps the composition recited in applicants' claims 4 to 6 (page 3, paragraphs 
0042 and 0043). Yamamoto further teaches that reducing the oxygen content of the 
rare earth-iron-boron alloy enhances the magnetic properties of the rare earth-iron- 
boron alloy (page 1 , paragraphs 0007 and 0008). 

Yamamoto and the claims differ in that Yamamoto does not teach the exact 
same proportions as recited in the instant claims. 

However, one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would 

have considered the invention to have been obvious because the alloy proportions 

taught by Yamamoto overlap the instantly claimed proportions and therefore are 

considered to establish a prima facie case of obviousness. It would have been obvious 

to one of ordinary skill in the art to select any portion of the disclosed ranges including 

the instantly claimed ranges from the ranges disclosed in the prior art reference, 

particularly in view of the fact that; 

"The normal desire of scientists or artisans to improve 
upon what is already generally known provides the 
motivation to determine where in a disclosed set of 
percentage ranges is the optimum combination of 
percentages", In re Peterson 65 USPQ2d 1379 (CAFC 2003). 

Also. In re Geisler 43 USPQ2d 1365 (Fed. Cir. 1997); In re Woodruff , 16 USPQ2d 1934 

(CCPA 1976); In re Malaqari , 182 USPQ 549, 553 (CCPA 1974) and MPEP 2144.05.

Double Patenting Under 35 USC 101 

13. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Millerv. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

14. Claim 5 is provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claim 1 of copending Application No. 10/675,797 This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented. 



15. Claim 5 is directed to the same invention as that of claim 1 of commonly 
assigned Application No. 10/675,797. The issue of priority under 35 U.S.C. 102(g) and 
possibly 35 U.S.C. 102(f) of this single invention must be resolved. 

Since the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office normally will not institute an 
interference between applications or a patent and an application of common ownership 
(see MPEP Chapter 2300), the assignee is required to state which entity is the prior 
inventor of the conflicting subject matter. A terminal disclaimer has no effect in this 
situation since the basis for refusing more than one patent is priority of invention under 
35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) and not an extension of monopoly. 
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Failure to comply with this requirement will result in a holding of abandonment of 
this application. 

16. Claim5 is provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
copending Application No. 10/675,797 which has a common inventor with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the copending 
application, it would constitute prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e), if published under 35 
U.S.C. 122(b) or patented. This provisional rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) is based 
upon a presumption of future publication or patenting of the copending application. See 
the 101 double patenting rejection set forth above. 

This provisional rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a 
showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the 
copending application was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not 
the invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . This 
rejection may not be overcome by the filing of a terminal disclaimer. See In re Bartfeld, 
925 F.2d 1450, 17 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 

Nonstatutory Obviousness Double Patenting 

17. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140

F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long/, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

18. Claims 1 to 6 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 to 6 of 
copending Application No. 10/675,797. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the subject matter of these two 
sets of process claims overlap. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 



Claims 1 to 6 are directed to an invention not patentably distinct from claims 1 to 
6 of commonly assigned 10/676,797. Specifically, This the obviousness double 
patenting rejection set forth above. 

The U.S. Patent and Trademark Office normally will not institute an interference 
between applications or a patent and an application of common ownership (see MPEP 
Chapter 2300). Commonly assigned 10/675,797, discussed above, would form the 
basis for a rejection of the noted claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) if the commonly

assigned case qualifies as prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) and the conflicting 
inventions were not commonly owned at the time the invention in this application was 
made. In order for the examiner to resolve this issue, the assignee can, under 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and 37 CFR 1 .78(c), either show that the conflicting inventions were 
commonly owned at the time the invention in this application was made, or name the 
prior inventor of the conflicting subject matter. 

A showing that the inventions were commonly owned at the time the invention in 
this application was made will preclude a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) based upon 
the commonly assigned case as a reference under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g), or 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) for applications pending on or after December 10, 2004. 

19. Claims 1 to 6 provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious 
over copending Application No. 10/675,797 which has a common inventor with the 
instant application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the copending 
application, it would constitute prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) if published or patented. 
This provisional rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) is based upon a presumption of future 
publication or patenting of the conflicting application. See the obvious double patenting 
rejection set forth above. 

This provisional rejection might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 
1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the copending application was 
derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or 
by a showing of a date of invention for the instant application prior to the effective U.S. 
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filing date of the copending application under 37 CFR 1.131. This rejection might also 
be overcome by showing that the copending application is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 
103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and 
§ 706.02(l)(2).
